1. The construction of at least ten 
more public swimming pools in Edmon- 
ton. The present three pools are absurdly 
inadequate. Even the additional three 
Suggested by Mayor Ainlay are not near- 
ly sufficient. A city with a population of 
130,000 should have at the very least one 
pool for every 10,000 people. 

2. Transference of the pools from the 
control of the parks department to the 
recreation commission. 

Such transference of control is sug- 
gested because the parks department has 
facilities only for the administration and 
development of public property. The 
recreation commission, oii the other hand, 
has facilities for operating the pools on a 
recreational and instructional basis. 

In other words, the parks depart- 
ment has only to do with property. The 
recreation commission has to do primarily 
with people. 

The swimming pools can only reach 
maximum usefulhess when they are 
adapted to the urgent needs of people. 

These shocking water accidents every 
summer season show how desperately a 
knowledge of swimming and life saving 
is needed by young Edmonton people.

The clause Was approved in the 
form that it was presented to he 
Peers by a conference of Commo 
wealth officials, including Cana 


dians, at London jn 1947 

By a later vote of 54 to 28 the 
Lords rejected another’ clause 
which the Marquess of Salisbury 
said imposed a “humiliating” duty 
on Eire citizens who wished to re- 
main British subjects. 


The clause provided that when 
the bill was passed an Eire citizen 
who wished to remain a British 
subject could do so by giving 
notice, Lord Salisbury said this 
meant denial of a historic right 
and the bill was likely to inflict 
suffering on a section of the 
Eire population which had stood 
by Britain. 


The Lord Chancellor, Viscount 
Jowitt, said the proposal of Lord 
Salisbury was unacceptable to the 


government as the bill represented 
an olive branch to Eire on the 
Nationality question and t would 
be unfortunate if Eire felt that the 
government was seeking to impose 
the name of British subjects on 


Eire citizens 

The bill was given second read 
ing by the Peers in May and now 
is in committee prior to being sent 
to the House of Commons 

The clause in the bill makes pro- 
vision for a person to become a 
“citizen of the United Kingdom 
and the colonies.” This was carried
